Manager C. T. Perrin of the 
Sterling Theatre, Greeley, wins 
fifth award. We are not surprised 
to find Perrin and Greeley repre- 
sented, because Perrin always has 
seen to it that his Sterling Thea- 
tre is the institution of amuse- 
ment in an intimate communinty 
center. Perrin’s business in the 
main depends upon the patronage 
of his community. But he knows 
that during a contest or drive, 
there are opportunities to get peo- 
ple from the surrounding country 
towns, no matter how small these 
centers may be. As we see it, he 
won the fifth award through his 
ability to reach out and get pa- 


tronage on certain occasions from 


these surrounding towns without 
too great an expense.
